MEZIN, France, June 22.—UP)— 
Armand Fallieres, 
former 
presi- 
dent of France, died suddenly to- 
day. 


M, Fallieres was 90 years old. 
He was president of the third 
French republic from 1906 until 
1913. Previously, he was president 
of the senate and a minister in 
several cabinets.. 


He was a confidante of the lato 
King Edward 
of England, 
the 
Prince of Wales, now King George 
V, King Haakon of Norway, 
and 


most of the crowned heads of Eu- 
•ope. 


One of the few surviving found- 
ers of 'the Third Republic passiid 
away in Clement Admand 
Fal- 
lieres. 
As senator, minister 
and 


president he aided the growth of 
the French nation, but his strong 
Republican tendencies did not de- 
ter a most active social life among 
Europe's royalty when he became 
president. 
His career encompassed the en- 
tire period from the Franco-Prus- 
sian War until 1910, when, it since 
has been revealed, the rumblings 
of the World War already were 
being heard 
in the Continental 
capitals. 
, 
Fallieres 
was elected 
deputy 


from his department in 1876, the 
first really Republican parliament 
after the 'Royalist party had been 
routed and their leader, Marshal 
MacMahon, 
forced 
to 
abandon 


power. 
Becoming under-secretary of trie 
interior department in 1880, he be- 
gan a spectacular career as holder 
of 
government portfolios which 


lasted for ten years. 
That year he also became minis- 


ter of the interior in Jules Fer- 
ry's cablneet. Two years later hee 
received the same post undei- Du- 
clerc and the following yctif was 
called upon to form his own cabi- 
net, 
in which he was minister of 


foreign affairs along with the pre- 
miership. His other cabinet posts 
after he lost control of the govern- 
ment were-: Minister of the inter- 
ior under Rouvier, 1887; Minister 
of justice in Tirard's cabinet, 18B7; 
minister of public instruction in 
Tirard's second cabinet, 1889, and 
again minister of justice under dp 
Freycinet in 1890. 
Following this post he dropped 


from public life, remaining aioof, 
until 15 years later when a polit- 
ical change made him president of 
the senate. 
A year later he was elected to 


the presidency, succeeding Eruile 
Loubet, where he marked himself

tional prerogatives and president- 
ial tradition which make that of- 
rice a far less potential factor than 
the heads of other republics.

King Edward was a particularly
